8 same wisdom and conservalivism in
its deliborations that have characterized
its meotings in the past there is no
reason o doubt, The procoedings may
be made to yleld immense benefit to the
trades of which it will be composed
throughout the country,

bankors and financlors which will moeot
in Chieago today and eontinue through-
out the week, will undoubtedly com-
mand the carnest attention of everybody
who takes an interest in financisl affairs
The congross will be attended by o large
number of practical bankers, besides
whom thore will be present men of inter-
nntional reputo ns financiors. Such a
gathoring cannot fail to eontribute a
great deal of most Instraetive matter to
the current discnssion of financial ques
tlong, all of which will receive consider-
ation, and it is to ba expooted that its
deliberations will exert a very declded
influenee upon the public mind.

Thore could not be a more anspicious
time for the meeting of such a eongress,
The country is at prosont in need of the
vory wisest counssl to be had on the
questions that this gathering of learned
financiers and practical bankers will
disenss, Thero is n great deal of {ll-
digested and misleading opinion being
supplied to the publie in the current dis
oussion of financinl matters, the corree:
tion of which ocould not fail to do
much good. The national legisiature
will meetIn oxtra session within the
next three months for the purpose of
considering the financial condition and
taking action for remodying the difficul-
ties which are held to be a menace
to the prosperity and welfare of the
country. The congress at Chieago may
prove to ba an important influence in
holping to make clonr the wise and
proper eoiirsa to be pursned by the con-
gress at Washington, The indications
are that the lattor body will be in need
of all the instruction it can obtain in
order to enable it to adopt a judioious
poliey, or to prevent it from adding to
the difficulties and complications of the
financial situation,

The congress at Chicago will be able
to discuss the questions that will be pre-
sented to it free from all political
or partisan congiderations. Tho bank-
ers and financiors who will partici
pate in it will understand that the
deliberations will be of world-wide in-
terest and they may reasonably be ex-
pected to broaden and elevate their
views accordingly, They will advocate
policies and principles not with rofer-
ence to what has been done or what s
intended by ono politioal party or the
other, but from the point of view of
practienl results, and they will not con-
fino thelr observation to our own coun-
try, but will extend it to all the great
financial and commereial nations, We
shull get the views of able men from
every country with which the United
Statos has  extensive trade relations
and we shall get much valuable in-
formation as to the financial methods
of those countries. For these rea-
sons  the deliberations of the con-
gress will have a strong claim to the
vespectful and serious consideration of
the American people. It ought to be an
entirely safe prediction that the weight
of opinion in the congress will be very
largely in favor of that finanecial system
which oxperience has shown to be nec-
essary to the maintenance of a sound
and stable currency.

WANT THE AMERICAN MARKET.

It will be remembered that at the
International reciproeity convention re-
ecéntly hold at St. I’aul the Canadian
delegates were unanimous in favor of
reciprooal trade relations between the
Dominion and the United States, though
they gonerally admitted the diflicultios
in the way of such an arrangement grow-
ing out of the necessity of a recognition
by the Dominion of the commercial inter-
ests 0! Great DBritain, The speaker of
the Ontario legislature, in a recont
interview, sald that tarift reform is all
very woll in its place, but what the
farmers of Canada want ubove every-

thing else is free access to the
Amorican markot, both for buying
and selling; that is to say, the

widost podsible mensure of free trade
with their neighbors. Boefore the pres-
ent tarill law of this eountry went into
effoct the produets of the Canadian farm
which found a ready and profitable mar-
ket in the Unitod States amounted in
value to 812,000,000, wherens the value of
thego products exported to Great Dritain
amounted to only 700,000,  This shows
why it is that the Damainion farmers are
anxious for a resumption of reciprocity
with the United States on the most
liberal terms, regardless of British in-
terests.  Their trade with this country
four years ago was ecighteen times as
great as with Great Britain, with every
assurance .that it would inorease
from year to year, but since a
tarlf was put on their products they
huve almost lost the American market
without having increased their trade
with Great Britain, No wonder that
these furmers arve lurgely In favor of an-
nexation.

A liberal conventlon, to be composed
of delogatoes from every provineo in tho
Dominion, will meet at Ottuwa today,
It is understood that tho annexation
quostion will be the most conspiouous in
the attention of the eonvention, notwith-
standing the efforts of the offipeholding
element t exelude it, The French lib.
orals, 1t 1a saild, and & good
many liberals from Ontario have
come to the conclusion that the
time is ripo for Independence, whieh is
annexatioh by another name. The
parties are preparing for the next
goeneral election, in which the question
of annexation promises to vlay no insig-
viflcant part, though it is not expectod
that s advocates will got more than
siwall  minority in  the parlinment,
What the opponents of annexation are
hoping for is suoh a change in our tariff
and such a friendly disposition on the
part of this country toward reclprooity
as will do away with any excuse for
soeking political  wunion  with  the
United States. It is quite possible
that they may be disappointed
in both thess respects, The Cleve-
land administration has not  yet
shown any purpese to  wholly re-
move the tarifl barriers and It is by no
means cortain that the Dominlon gov-
ernment will be disposed to offer such
terms of reciprocity as this government
will be willing to eocopt. If it s ex-
pected that the present administration
will muke any sacrifice of American iun-
torests in order 10 oblain closer trade
with the Dominlon it may as well be

ment to offer more equitable terms of
rociprooity than It has yot presented,

TOO MANY PAPER PROJECTS.

Omaha must do something tangible to
keep from dropping to the rear in the
race lor commoercial sapremacy. We
have had altogether too many great
projocts which never matorialize, excopt
on paper. Wo have had sevoral ter-
minal railway projeets, elevator projocts,
hotel projeots and last, but not least,
groat eanal projects that ware to have
been fairly under way. Some of them
have, of eourse, been windbound by ad-
versa financial air curronts, but that has
by no means been the only obstacle on-
countered, The trouble with several
fensible projects that would help to build
up Omaha has been the lack of homo
support, or rather the disposition of our
capitalists to pull back rather than help
to drive ahead. It is right and proper
for solid moneyed men to kesp ont of
reckless gpeculation, but no really mor-
itorious project ghould bo allowed to go
to the wall for want of publie apirit. We
are not disposed to particularize, but we
all know that the greatest drawback to
Omaha's progress has been and still isa
lamentable want of concord and o vopa-
ration among men who have the largost
means at their command and could have
done for Omaha what Jim Hill has
done for St. Paul and Duluth, and what
the 'ullmans, Armours, Pecks and Mar-
shall Fields have done for Chicago.

The opportunitica for public spirited
millionaires to quadruple their capital
havo Deen just as great in Omaha as in
other promising western cities. The
Creightons and the Kountzes conld have
owned the Union Pacific road just as
Stanford, Crocker and Huntington own
the Central and Southern Pacific. Omaha
capitalists own oxtensive interests in
the Wyoming ofl fields and they could
by this time have rivaled the Ryckefel-
lers and Flaglers had they organized a
company and put into operation a pipe
line from the oil ficlds o Omaha,

What has been done by some men of
enterprise, push and daring can and will
be done again.  The opportanities for
building up Omaha are abundant. What
we need now is concerted action by men
who have made their hundreds of thou-
gands in Omaha and ought to be willing
to reinvest it for the bonefit of Omaha,

It is perhaps vight and proper in this
connection to give due eredit to the men
who have established the groat stock
yards and packing houses at  South
Omaha as well as to tho men who are
now trying to establish a Manufacturing
contor at  East Omaha by bridging the
river and providing extensive terminal
facilitios for railway trafllo, This pro-
joct has already passed the problematle
stage and with ample eastorn financial
backing cannot fall to prove asource of
muaterial growth and prosperity to
Omaha.

AMERICAN SECURITIES ADROAD.

One of the most favorable indications
of returning confidence is shown in the
improving demand abroad for American
secnrities, A considerable part of the
demand upon this country for gold dur-
lng the past year, and perhaps for a
longer perind, has come from the return
of our seourities by foreign holders, in-
duced either by fear regarding financial
conditions here or because what seemed
to be more profitable investments were
offered elsewhere, It is probable that a
large amount of English capital which
had been invested in American stocks
found its way to Australia, and very
liicely more of it would have gone in the
sume direetion but for the financial dis-
astors in that quarter of the world. The
Australian fallures have been a very se-
vere lesson to English investors, and
while not quite as serious in their conse-
quences as the Argentine collapse which
corried down the great banking house
of the Baring Brothers and the effeots
of which are still felt, quite bad enough
to induce English capitalists to place
thelr capital elsewhere. It will doubt-
less be some years before the investing
class of Great Britain will be disposed to
again risk much in Australia, and mean-
while it is not unreasonable to expect
that they will turn their attention rather
more freoly than they have done fora
year or so past to American socurities,

Of course a great deal will depend
upon the future financial polioy of the
United States, and it need hardly be
said that events here nre boing very
closely watched by foreign financiers.
The question as to what this country
may do regarding silver is undoubtedly
ono of great interest abroad, but thero
is apparently a growing focling of con-
fidence that there will be nothing done
to make the situation worso than it s
und that in any event the public credit

will bo maintuined. The doginant
sentiment in  FHurope, or at any
rate in England, »nguestionably

Is that there ought to bu o radical
change in our policy regarding silver,
and until there Is such a change it is to
be expected that investments in Amer-
ican securities will be made with caution,
but tho fact is well understood abroad
that there are really no saler or more
advantageous investments., Foreign
holders of approved American stocks
huave never suffered any serious or per-
muanent loss through them, and there s
no very substantial reason for appre-
honding that they may do so in the
future. Those socurities that have be-
hind them the inexhaustible and steadlly
developing resources of the country may
experience variations in speculative
value, but they cannot long remain
deprecisted and are almost certain to
ultimately becume profitable, With an
improving financial eondition abroad,
us shown by the latest advices, there (s
reason for the opinion that the bottom
of the financlal depression has been

rosched.

THE ontlook for the market that will
be afforded farmers for thelr corn crop
this Iull seems enecursaging, no matter
how large the yleld may be, What with
the demand that is likely to arlse from
the old world for corn food from prefer-
ence, 1ts use as a factor in the manufac-
ture of beer, and its utilization us a sub-
stitute for the deficient wheat supply, it
will doubtless also supply the deficlency
that is likely to ariso in the rice crop.
Reliable reports on this season's rice

Otmaba Ministerial Association Grapples with
Henry Guorge's Theory.

VESTED RIGHTS OF OWNERSHIP DEBATED

Rev, Frank Foster Spenks In the AMemn.

The Omaha Mindsterial association took n
whirl at Mr, Henry George's theory of single

tax yesterday In tho Kountee Memorial
church,  The suliject  was  introducsd
by Rev. Frank Foster of the Emanuoel

Baptist church, who supported the single
tax theory, The opposite side was taken by
Rov, J. M. Wilson of the Castellar Prosby-
torian church,

Rev. Foater presonted the objectionnble
fontures of the presont indicect method of
oollecting the revonnes of the government.
He struck the tanff systom of the United
States several hard raps and held  thav
the sytsem of oollecting  rovenies
by the assossmont of cuvstoms duties
and tariffa was a oombersome  and
burdensomo way ot raising money with which
to defray the expenses of the governmont.
Ho favorad a direct tax and a land tax only,
Undor the present arrangemont of taxing
poraonal property the speakor held  that

thero wus  an immense amount of
stilrking. Proporty was  not  assessed
nt  anvthing like its value and  the

burilens of wxation wore vory unevenly dis-
tributed,

Consnmer Carrles the Ninedon,

He heldl that the consumer wha the
party who invariably got the heavy end
of the burden in the matter of taxes. Amer-
fean  ownership of transatlantic vessosl
and  the American merchant  marno
business  had been completely paralyzed,
he sald, by a system of tariffs that wore
imposed for the alleged purpose of benefit-
ing the very business that had been de-
atroyed. Ho held with Honry George that
all taxes should ba maae Lo boar lightly upon
the producing classes, and that taxes should
be collectod in tho casiest and choapest pos:
sible manner, putting no citizen to disad-
van tigro, All vaxes bearing upon manufac-
tured  goodds  wero  evidently paid by
the consumer. The levying of taxes
on manufaotured goods always ralsed the
pries, wheroas tho placing of taxes on land
would have the opposite effect and  would
l'lm\'mn, spoculntors from holding lnnds they
did not wish to use simply as & moans of
realizing an increaso n valuo,

Under the the single tax arrangement, ho
claimed, wo would not see Omaha seattored
over thirty squnre miles ol territory, but the
houses would all be  conventently lo
oated., The town would be consolidatml,
There would be no canitalists making a for
tune out of vacant land by sitting around
waiting for other people to build up around
their property. The speaker held that no
man had a moral vight 1o hold land that he
did not use or occupy. Ho touched upon the
:filll'urtﬂilll)' of the prosent method of taxa-

an,

*Wo are told," sald the spenker, “that the
Hoard of Education is likely to comoe out
about #0000 behind next January unless
thero is a greas increase of saloon business
and of revenues collected  from other
sources of crime within the next few
moaths, Wehuve no assurance under present
arrangements as o how much money |s
oing to bo collected for the purposo of boar-
ng the expensesof our state, our munivi-
pality or even our government, But give us
a siogle land wax and we will know oxuactly
how much to count on," "The spoaker said
he was not rlt‘:\dlng for government pwnor-
shipof Innd.

Difference of Opinlon,

The negative side of the qnmﬂ.[nn was vig-
orously represented by Rev. J. M. Wilson,
He opposed every step in the George thoeory
from start to finish. He claymed that the
torifl issue wans in reality nota part of the
disrussion, but since the speaker who opened
the debate saw fit to ving it in he would de-
fend it. The tariff system had been the
means of building up many of the most useful
and benefivisl industries of this country,
nnd had made it possible for people to
anjoy groutor indepondonce and to supply
their every doy wants with more of the ne-
cessities nnd luxuries of life at home than
they could have enjoyed if they had de-
wnded on foreign conntries for these things.
]{uv. Wilson belloved that Henry George had
tho best of intentions when he advocated
the single tax theory, but he was
simply sdvooating somoething that would
be ruinous to the country if adopted,
As a matter of fact, Mr, Wilson held, pau-
]mrism in Engiand and in the United States
1ad dimini<hed during the past ten years.
Wages were higher than thirty years ago
and the people as n whole were in better
condition,

Farmers Would Become Nomadle.

Touching the single tax theory Mr, Wilson
said  that the revenucs of the
oountry wore all ralsed from land taxes, the
poor, farmers of the country would be
obliged to give up their holdings and bosome
wanderors on the face of the earth, swalling

taxes.  The resuls would be that all 1oty wnd
Innds would eventualiy dreift mto tho hands
of monnpolion and rents wonla bo raised to
oxtortionate figures.
